The latest versions of the AFMC FORM 453s (OCT 97) are available on the Web site.
Instructions are as follows:
1. Double click on Netscape.

2. At location type the following: http://www.afmc.wpafb.af.mil/pdl/forms/afmc/
Now hit the enter key. Your screen will display “AFMC Forms 1 -499”.

3. Scroll to bottom of document and then Page Up one time. You now will see the
selections for the new AFMC Form 453A, AFMC Form 453B, and
AFMC Form 453C.

4. Go to the AFMC Form 453 you would like to use. Click on Perform Pro or
Form Flow 1.1. You will then have a box drop down.

5. Here you will click one time on “open it”. Now click on “OK”. (If you get any
options other than these, please contact PKXD for assistance.)

6. Your AFMC FORM 453A, 453B or 453C should now be on your screen
depending on which one you selected in step 4.

7. The forms can be filled out and printed.

Due to the increased number of data elements that are tracked in J041, HQ AFMC
CO/PKA revised AFMC FORM 453 as follows:

AFMC FORM 453A (BUYER DATA ABSTRACT) will be used to provide data for input into
the J041 System on Basic Documents and Contracts/Orders. Includes 2 pages.

AFMC FORM 453B ( CONTRACT LINE ITEM LEVEL DATA) will be used to provide
data for input into the J041 System on Contract Line Items. On this form if the line item data is
the same for all CLINS, check the block at top of form which states “Same Data for all CLIN/s’.
You will only need to fill out Contract Line Item Level Data for one CLIN if data is the same.
However, if CONTRACT LINE ITEM LEVEL DATA is not the same for each CLIN, complete
the additional blocks for each contract line item where the data is different. Includes 2 pages.

NOTE: AFMC FORM 453B IS ALSO REQUIRED FOR MODIFICATIONS
WHEN PREVIOUSLY ESTABLISHED CLIN DATA HAS CHANGED OR A NEW CLIN
IS ESTABLISHED BY A MODIFICATION.

AFMC FORM 453C (BUYER DATA ABSTRACT - MODIFICATIONS) will be used to
provide data for Contract Modifications for input into the J041 System. Includes 2 pages.
